Two were blown up 
and ope sunk. Subsequently three Confeder- 
ate gunboats made a spirited dash at the Ben- 
ton, but got a broadside for their pains, which 
sent them kiting back warde as if the evil one 
was after them. 

Capt. Stembel was badly wounded in the 
neck. As the enemy approached the Captain 
could not resist the opportunity to shoot the 
pilot. His comrade seeing him fall, retaliated 
with the effect above stated. The first waiter 
of the Cincinnati was wounded ion the 
arm, and two or three others. There were no 
other casualities so far as | am imtormed. The 
enemy's loss is not ascertained, but they must 
have suffered terribly. 

The Ram has proved itself no match for the 
terribly destructive hail of our gunboats. Capt. 
Hoellims was on board of one of the rebel gun- 
boats, and was recognized by one of the offi- 
cers of the Cincinnati, who knew him when 
he was Oghting the battles of an united 
country. 

The Ram, when she struck the Cincinnati, 
attempted to throw boiling water upon our 
boys, but the pipe burst, and that trick was 
folled. The Cinciunati returned the compli- 
ment with interest.
